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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, 
Superintendent of County Farm, and House of Correction, 


Farm Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1934. 


County Farm 


At a meeting of the Merrimack County Convention held 
at the Court House in Concord, November 25, 1933, a 
unanimous vote was passed authorizing the Commissioners 
to proceed with the construction and equipment of additions 
and improvements to the Almshouse, and the installation of 
new jail equipment in the House of Correction building, 
conforming in a general way with the plans prepared by 
Architect, Harry G. Forrest and approved by the Federal 
P. W. A. Engineer. A vote was also passed authorizing 
the issuance of bonds in the sum of $115,000.00 and to 
make application for a free Federal P. W. A. grant to cover 
balance cost of construction and equipment. The bonds 
bearing interest at 4% were sold in the open market at a 
substantial premium, as shown in the “Special Construction 
Account” as set up by the Treasurer on a following page. 
Proposals for both the Almshouse and jail projects were 
widely advertised in accordance with requirements of the 
federal grant agreement. Several bids were received, and 
with the approval of the P. W. A. Engineer, the general 
contract for Almshouse additions was awarded to Perrietti 
Bros., Inc. in their low bid of $112,343.00. Sub-contracts 
awarded by the general contractor to the low bidders, also 
approved by the P. W. A. Engineer, included the following 
local contractors: Heating, Lee Brothers Co.; Plumbing, 
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Electric Wiring, Sheet Metal Work and Roofing, Orr & 
Rolfe Co.; Granite, Perry Bros.; Mill Work, Concord 
Lumber Co.; Brick and Tile, Concord Brick Co. 

The jail construction project was awarded to The Fries 
& Son Steel Construction and Engineering Co., their bid 
being $34,983. 

Work has progressed satisfactorily to date and it is ex- 
pected the buildings will be ready for occupancy in a few 
weeks. These projects have provided much work for local 
labor, as all contracts called for the use of same, when 
available, under federal requirements. 

These additions and improvements will supply a long felt 
need for more room and also provide much better facilities 
for the care of the sick and infirm. The installation of jail 
equipment in the south end of the House of Correction 
building will permit of the segregation of jail prisoners, 
commonly known as high court prisoners, from those sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction for minor offenses. Dur- 
ing the period while the work has been in process, it has 
been a serious problem to care for those who were already 
occuping all really available rooms in the main buildings. 
‘It has been necessary to set up beds in the Chapel and all 
other possible quarters, but with the tact, patience, and good 
judgment of Supt. and Mrs. Lorden, with the co-operation 
of their efficient staff of assistants, the work of caring for 
the large household has been efficiently carried on without 
serious interruption. For the many details of the admin- 
istration of the farm, we would call your attention to the 
very complete report of the Superintendent, J. M. Lorden. 


Wefare Costs for 1934 


During the year bills were received from the N. H. State 
Relief Administration for $57,202.20. Included in this 
total was $17,609.85 for 1933 bills which were not presented 
to the Commissioners until after the books were closed De- 
cember 31, 1933, thus making the amount for 1934, $39,- 
592.35. There should be added to this, however, additional 
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bills for 1934 relief not presented for payment until after 
the books were closed December 31, 1934, estimated at $16,- 
547.26. It thus appears that the total cost to the county 
for its share of relief as expended by the State Relief Ad- 
ministration for the year 1934 was $56,139.61. Budget 
estimate was $33,000. 

Cost of administration is not included, as this was paid 
by the State.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


Concord, N: Hie Pepe 16. 1935; 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for the 
year ending December: 31, 1934. 


While the expenses of the County Solicitor’s office for 
the year 1934 were kept within the budget allowance, yet 
they exceeded the expenses for 1933. The explanation for 
the increase in expense is an increase in the commission of 
offenses. I would recommend the continuance of the prac- . 
tice of budgeting and would further recommend the follow- 
ing changes in the budget for the ensuing two years: De- 
crease the budget for fees for liquor cases from $600 to 
$200; increase the budget for autopsies and medical ex- 
aminations from $300 to $400; omit the appropriation 
for liquor investigations; reduce the expenses for Grand 
and Petit Jurors and witnesses from $730 to $500; in- 
crease the item for investigations by sheriffs and deputies 
from $2,500 to $3,000; increase the item of transportation 
of prisoners from $500 to $750. These changes would 
result in cutting the budget by $280.

There have been introduced in the tegislature now in ses- 
sion, two bills, one to create a juvenile and domestic ses- 
sion of the Probate Court, and the other to revise the pres- 
ent juvenile law. These bills should be enacted into law. 
Without checking each case, I would estimate that Merrt- 
mack County incurred during the last year expenses of 
more than $1,500 for sheriff’s services and expenses bring- 
ing into court men charged with neglect to support their 
families. This expense cannot be charged back to the men 
brought in without penalizing their families, with the result 
that the County has to pay the bill. The usual practice is 
to bring the man in and give him a suspended sentence, and 
order him to pay a certain sum weekly for the support of 
his family. The man then goes his way, and nothing more 
is heard of the case until those caring for the children com- 
plain that he is behind in his payments. The enactment of 
the pending legislation would provide for follow-up work 
on these cases, and should result in more money being paid 
for the support of the families, and a consequent lessening 
of the burden placed on towns and the county.

State and Federal funds furnished $10,800.00 during this 
two year period, all of which were applied to salaries. This 
does not include salary of Ass’t Agent, and $900 of Agri- 
cultural Agent’s salary. 

The Director of the New Hampshire Extension Service 
has made available the services of a part time assistant club 
agent from a special federal fund. This assistance was 
given the county because of the importance of its club work, 
and further because the county had allowed a fair appro- 
priation for extension work. This agent’s expenses appear 
as part of the expenditures of Merrimack Couny funds, as 
there was a substitution of funds in which $900 of the 
Agricultural Agent’s salary has been used to offset ex- 
penses of the Assistant Agent.

The only increase estimated in the budget is the restora- 
tion of 10% reduction in agents’ salaries, and for addition- 
al clerical assistance. The latter is necessary due to the in- 
crease in 4-H club enrollment, and in emergency work that 
Agents have had placed under their supervision within the 
last year or two. Two C. W. A. workers were available as 
clerks during most of time in first half of 1934, which kept 
this item in statement lower than otherwise would have been 
the case.
